The period va- 
cation pre-eminently the time for per- 
sonal growth. Then, ever, must 
realize that charity begins home. Dur- 
ing the greater part the year, while 
not entirely neglecting ourselves, are 
largely given the service others; 
but during’ vacation need not and should not concern our- 
selves directly with classroom work. can, course— 
and should—devote some time teachers’ institutes and 
pedagogical discussion and professional reading; but the gen- 
eral aim all should increase our personal efficiency, 
make ourselves bigger and broader and better—in word, 
grow. 

Personal growth duty. implied our profes- 
sion religious life, which state tending perfec- 
tion—that is, growth implied our pro- 
fession the teaching apostolate, for the teacher who does 
not grow dead thing the midst growing, aspiring 
life. implied our career human beings, for the 
organism that grows not faces decay. Growth the law 
life every realm life, the law that God has imposed 
all his creatures kings. 

.The higher the plane the creature, the more exacting 
the requirement growth. Growth very simple mat- 
ter with cabbage; very complex matter with king. 
The king who does not consciously strive grow, will soon 
cease king; and the king the classroom who ignores 
the duty growth will speedily lose whatever measure 
truly regal sway may have possessed. 

grow one order our being when continue 
physically fit. have headaches and toothaches and 
backaches, possess capricious appetite, culti- 
vate irregular habits working and sleeping, let our 
minds dwell more sickness than health—then are 
not growing physically should. may think our- 
selves martyrs, but reality are fools. “Few are im- 
proved sickness,” says wise old Thomas a’Kempis; and, 
mind you, knew nothing our modern neurotics. Phy- 
sical well being is, ordinarily, condition and prerequisite 
growth higher orders. Preoccupation with bile and boils 
and blood pressure prevents concentration Shakespeare, 
syllogisms 

Then there the matter intellectual growth. Have 
ever really learned how think? Are forming the habit 
thinking flabby, misproportioned dishonest way? 
Are intellectually brave and square? give our 
minds proper food and proper exercise? Are our mental 
operations progressive and systematic? Are not too often 
merely marking time instead studying? we.a study 
schedule and stick it? 

Nor must esthetic growth neglected. Too often is. 
our appreciation poetry, painting and music finer and 
more thoroughgoing than was five years ago? con- 
form every daily duty the standards outward and inward 
beauty? sufficiently impress ourselves with the great 
truth that God infinitely beautiful and that are com- 
manded make ourselves His image and likeness? 

Similarly must grow knowledge life. are 
bound widen and deepen our knowledge human nature. 
must arouse and broaden our sympathies. grasp 
every legitimate opportunity achieve that end? lis- 
ten the conversation men wiser than ourselves? 
attend lectures subjects other than those teach? 
read literature—great literature—with view finding 
out more and more about human life? And absorb the 
best what our own day and generation has teach? They 

quite know all, even the thirteenth century.

zealously avoid the devil? Are 
ever the alert for those bits 
the teaching technique—those tricks 
the trade—that make for higher profes- 
sional efficiency? strive im- 
prove the methods our prede- 
cessors—those devoted men who wrought 
nobly, but who would greater wonders possessed 
our opportunities. Have clear perception the general 
and the specific aims our teaching, and make judi- 
cious selection means achieve those ends? Are teach- 
ing the art study and the art living? 

And what spiritual growth? The annual retreat will 
presently with us, and the subject will then receive ade- 
quate consideration. But let remember—during the retreat 
other times—that the ideal spiritual growth union 
with God. grow spiritually when become more god- 
like. Our rules, our community practices, the devotions 
Christian and religious life, are not ends; they are means 
which hope attain higher and closer union with God. 
our ideal become “other Christs;” and the main 
devices accomplish that end are meditation the life 
Our Lord and the frequent reception Our Lord the 
Holy Communion. 

Personal growth essentially individual matter. 
cannot grow syndicate; and cannot confide our process 
growth somebody else. may indeed secure advice, 
assistance, direction and inspiration; but this fundamen- 
tally personal affair. the best sense the word, must 
selfish. must build our own character before 
can exercise salutary influence over the character others. 
must men before are religious, must stu- 
dents before are teachers. 

Houses and Books. have all experienced the subtle 
charm, the mellow atmosphere house that has been lived 
for many years. may lack numerous modern improve- 
ments, may bit inconvenient; yet such house has 
personality, flavor its own. has been enriched the 
passing the years. enter classroom that has been 
active service for fifty hundred years, and once 
feel something the richness, the ripeness, its associa- 
tions. The walls are cracked, even grimy; the furniture 
nevertheless, that room possesses elusive some- 
thing totally lacking trim, up-to-date recitation room. 

What the explanation? Simply this: The old house 
charged with the personality all the individuals who have 
lived it; the classroom crowded with the associations 
countless growing minds. The human echoes commemorated 
Tennyson’s “Bugle Song” roll from soul soul along the 
corridors the old dwelling and the old college. 

Here one the reasons why time gives added charm 
and ripeness and power the old books really great. 
classic never really canonized during the lifetime its 
there can such thing new classic. For 
classic like house that has been lived in; touched 
with the joy and the sorrow and the striving many human 
souls. has been studied and pondered and loved; and 
has grown under the process. Virgil not the sole author 
the Aeneid; the poem know richer far than was 
when its writer wished consign the flames, for since 
that long distant day has been encrusted with the thoughts 
and emotions thousands readers and has thus become 
more deeply and beautifully human. “Hamlet” greater 
play today than was three hundred years ago, for the accre- 
tions three centuries—accretions intangible many in- 
stances but none the less real—have mellowed its tone. 

Yes, time improves wine and violins and houses and books. 

Academic Degrees. considerable number our Catholic 
teachers have the privilege appending academic degrees 
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their names, and many more are preparing themselves, the 
Catholic University and elsewhere, for the reception acad- 
emic honors. And this well. The process means prestige 
for the order which the candidate belongs and recogni- 
tion scholarship. 

And yet must not make what perhaps natural and 
certainly frequent mistake and assume that the conferring 
the degree, the bestowal the academic hood and the 
presentation the formal—and sometimes formidable— 
diploma, makes the recipient henceforth new and better 
man. The conferring the degree means not the creation 
merit, but the recognition merit. implies, the indi- 
vidual chosen for distinction, the existence two essential 
qualities: Knowledge, and the ability impart knowledge. 
The highest degree the doctorate. discussing its signifi- 
cance discuss likewise the ideal the lower degrees. 

the first place, the doctor one who knows. his 
domain law, medicine, science, theology, letters philosophy, 
supposed man whose knowledge his subject 
broad and deep and vital. cannot consistently content 
himself with exploring one narrow portion its comprehen- 
sive field; cannot merely surface thinker; and his 
intellectual attainments and training must such that can 
bridge the chasm between the lifeless past and the living pres- 
ent and even gaze with unblinking eyes into the pregnant and 
fascinating future. 

the second place, the doctor one who teaches. Not 
every teacher may doctor, but every doctor must 
teacher. need not, true, all his teaching even 
his most effective teaching within the four walls class- 
room laboratory lecture hall; but true the 
ideals the doctorate must, intelligible and fruitful 
way, impart less gifted less fortunate men something 
the knowledge life and something the attitude toward 
life that are his. The world has use for the scholarly dog 
the manger, for the barren fig tree pedantry. 

Those who read aright the signs the times cannot 
ignore the fact that many present day ideals knowledge 
are lacking one more the sterling elements breadth 
and depth and vitality. The theory specialization—a sound 
principle, but principle often perverted and misapplied— 
has given doctors science whose knowledge limited 
the functioning processes the Argentine ant; the wor- 
ship the false god quick returns has given doctors 
philosophy who preach drastic social reform with con- 
ception the deep-seated causes social ills; and the mod- 
ern childish impatience truth-conserving dogma has given 
that monstrosity the pulpit, the doctor theology who 
knows not God. 

Never before has the world’s harvest been ripe for the 
labors the doctor, the teacher; and never before has the 
world been cursed with pedagogical quacks and shysters. 
From the wretched charlatans who profess teach the theory 
and practice instrumental music seven lessons under- 
take furnish working knowledge “Italian glance,” 
the more pretentious but not less vicious experts who train 
the mind and the hand but ignore the needs the spirit, the 
royal Lady Learning has been ravaged and desecrated 
men who lack culture, who lack specific training, who lack 
outlook life broad enough and deep enough and vital 
enough take into account the needs and thé nature man 
is. 

this raucous crew educational freebooters the doctor, 
the teacher. does not belong. What goodly heritage his! 
the glorious company the saints and scholars 
all times, the men who, whether the painted porch sunlit 
Athens the vaulted halls Oxford Cologne, 
the summit some fair green hill Columbia’s holy isle, 
lived the lives and taught the lore that made for scholarship 
and holiness, enlightenment and social service. 

The recognition the person the recipient scholar- 
ship the best sense the word, practical knowledge 
the laws life, sense discrimination between the 
things that matter somewhat and the things that matter tre- 
mendously, openness mind and catholicity outlook, 
specific accomplishments given field study, abil- 
ity impart information, mold character instil ideals— 
such the true significance the highest academic degree. 

The Sheridan Centenary. July commemorate the 
hundredth anniversary the Irish dramatist, orator and par- 
liamentarian, Richard Brinsley Sheridan. “The Rivals” and 
“The School for Scandal” are not the greatest plays Eng- 
lish; but they are the nearest approach have English 
the social satire Moliere. Sheridan himself was mass 
contradictions—a knight errant his teens, dramatist 


his twenties, brilliant orator his thirties, mystery his 
forties and pauper his fifties. was often injudicious, 
often much the wrong, often worthy the censure re- 
ceived; but there was not mean bone body. many 
ways resembled his compatriot, Oliver Goldsmith. Sheri- 
dan was not Catholic—had been, his life might have 
taken quite another and higher turn—but was among the 
most ardent champions the Catholic Emancipation Act; and 
the troublous days Fox and Pitt boldly defended the 
cause the American colonies. for nothing else, 
Americans should hold him gracious memory for that. 
Sheridan has given the English language some phrases that 
have passed into daily speech. Thus, should you ever say 
that you can something easily you could name “Jack 
Robinson,” you are really quoting the brilliant Irishman who 
thus poked bit sly fun one his colleagues the 
House Commons. And when you “admit the soft impeach- 
ment,” you are quoting him again. 

Lectures. shall have them soon, our summer insti- 
tutes. use them best advantage when take each 
them exactly for what worth and when take none 
them too seriously. Not all them are practical teachers—a 
fact which should neither discount entirely the message they 
bear nor make them infallible messengers new pedagog- 
ical dispensation. Their best purpose inspire. they 
get think and plan and discuss; above all, they 
get grow—then they will eminently worth while. 

Take Rest. “That man,” was said prominent edu- 
cator, “is intellectually out breath.” 

Please remember the phrase; applicable some 
us—to those who are “rushed death,” who 
time” for ever many things should like do, who are 
“all tired out” hour the day when most sensible per- 
sons are still enjoying the sleep the just. intellec- 
tually out breath who curtails his spiritual exercises the 
interests class duties; who neglects the prepara- 
tion lessons order loaf around with his rosary beads 
conspicuously displayed. Anybody liable intellectually 
out breath who does not abide the golden mean and also 
carefully thought out program daily work. 

And the remedy? Take rest. It’s vacation!

our day extreme specialization each worker can 
hope produce only one very small subdivision 
human knowledge, but build well even here his 
mind must have received many-sided development. All 
avenues truth must open him that the work 
countless other groups investigators may have its 
bearing and effect upon his own particular work. The 
higher the specialization, the greater the need broad 
basis and broad sympathy the varied fields 
human knowledge and human culture. The languages 
become necessary tools and means intercommunica- 
tion. The fundamental concepts science are necessary 
give balance and poise judgment. diversified 
knowledge needed meet each new emergency that 
arises rapidly changing environment. The powers 
observation need training along many lines. For those 
the humbler walks life well for productive scholars 
the horizon truth has widened indefinitely. 

The hopeless impossiblity obtaining the required 
results any method which merely aims accumulation 
knowledge compelling change from didactic 
organic methods throughout the field education. The 
equipment knowledge necessary for success the 
present struggle for existence vast that can 
obtained only under the laws life which secure growth 
geometrical ratio. spite, however, the quantity 
knowledge demanded for successful achievement under 
present social and economic conditions, far less im- 
portant than the quality the knowledge the way 
which the knowledge possessed related the mind. 
Knowledge that merely memorized retained the 
form which was imparted except for the abrasion and 
decay which always appear due course time. When, 
the other hand, the truth taken into the mind 
lated becomes part the mind itself and partakes 
the life and vigor and growing impluse the mind.—Dr. 
Thomas 
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Literature Chiefly con- 
cerned with Authentic Human 
Emotions. History records what 
man has done; philosophy, what 
has thought; literature, what 
has felt. Literature has something 
say, incidental way, about 
man’s accomplishments and about 
his theories existence; but its 
essential field the domain 
human emotion. turn Hero- 
dotus for Greek history; Plato 
for Greek philosophy; Sopho- 
cles for Greek literature. Hence, 
the teacher literature acts wise- 
when stresses, not the purely 
intellectual nor the purely scien- 
tific phases his subject, but its 
emotional content. Great litera- 
ture plays upon our emotions 

BROTHER LEO, S.C, love and fear and admiration and 
gratitude and reverence and pity and joy; moves and 
thrills. 

authentic emotions mean the feelings that pertain 
our common humanity, that ring true universal human 
experience. The classics—that is, the great books past ages 
—present emotions that stir even across the chasm the 
years, because find them echoes what ourselves 
have felt and understood. The sisterly devotion Antigone, 
the fine spirit comradeship the faithful Achates, the 
Dante’s reverence for his old tutor even the depths hell, 
the remorse Macbeth, the pretentiousness Monsieur 
Jourdain, the unsated yearning Faust—these are representa- 
tive human feelings, and are therefore authentic. its essen- 
tials, emotion does not change throughout the ages. 

Wise the teacher who strives bring your minds 
realize that this respect there verily nothing new under 
the sun; that, because they are true universal human life, 
the great books can never die. 

the Firmament Literature, Star Differeth from 
Glory. “Resolved, that Shakespeare greater writer 
than Longfellow.” Tradition has it—I devoutly hope that tra- 
dition herein errs—that such was the topic once set for chil- 
dren debate. Misconceptions the kind implied sometimes 
result from the text-book study literature which 
writer’s relative importance measured the number 
pages devoted discussion his life and works. 

Our pupils must brought recognize that both Shake- 
speare and Longfellow are worth while, that both have given 
valuable interpretations human life; yet that “Evan- 
geline” compared with “Macbeth” penny whistle com- 
pared with typhoon. 

Some them will need warned against conde- 
scending attitude toward penny whistles. They must taught 
appreciate the lesser lights well first magnitude stars. 

right sense proportion literary matters takes note 
sincere record authentic human emotion precisely 
for what worth. And the most salutary attitude the 
pupil should be: What has Shakespeare teach me; what 
has Longfellow teach me? well that stirred 
the depths our soul the spectacle ambition and unwise 
love and unavailing remorse staged for the drama 
the Thane Cawdor; and likewise well that the surface 
our soul ruffled and purified the contemplation 
the Acadian maiden’s tried and beautiful life. 

study literature not competitive exercise. Hence, 
discussions whether not Cardinal Newman 
greater writer than Aristophanes are idle and even harmful. 

what extent, rather should ask, did each those two 
widely different writers reveal and interpret our common 
That question voices basic principle literary 

Right Reading Broadens Our Sympathies. Our out- 
look the world books must catholic—with the small 
well with the capital. The fine fruitage literary 
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culture includes comprehensive understanding many 
phases human emotion that can never, the nature 
things, expect learn from personal experience. 

Observe how narrow the range the boy’s interests. 
doesn’t like “sissy books,” that is, books that deal mainly with 
the life and experiences girls; characterizes stories that 
stress the description natural scenery offensively “dry”; 
very suspicious Dickens, because the pictures show 
people old-fashioned clothes; “too pious,” 
“Cranford” lacking the indispensable element “fight- 
Scott too slow starting, Thackeray altogether too 
long. Now, one the reasons why the teacher exists 
show that boy that folks who have narrow likes miss much 
the fun and much the opportunity and much the con- 
solation life. And this the teacher accomplishes, not 
scolding, not exhorting, not command entreaty, but 
the tactful process arousing interest some phase 
other the too hastily condemned book. 

the boy reads and grows and lives—all three processes 
being subject adequate though not obtrusive direction—he 
comes perceive that even “sissies” have their uses life 
books, that there much natural scenery the world 
around that its importance literature great, that under 
antiquated garments there often beat surprisingly modern 
hearts, that some the greatest men and books have been 
frankly devotional, that manifestations the combatitive in- 
stinct are inverse ratio our advance civilization, that 
worth while waiting for some good things start and 
that excellence books life cannot measured with 
yardstick chronometer. 

IV. Poetry Should Read Aloud. Nobody his sober 
senses would content himself with studying masterpiece 
painting means the sense touch absorb musical 
composition thumbing the score. Yet there are persons 
who seem satisfied merely looking poem. 

The appeal poetry fundamentally the ear. has 
musical element, and that musical element its distinguish- 
ing formal characteristic. demands vocal interpretation. 

“Yes, will thy priest, and build fane 
some untrodden region mind, 

Where branched thoughts, new-grown with pleasant pain, 
Instead pines shall murmur the wind.” 

Here are four lines from the “Ode Psyche;” but until 
they are read aloud they are not representative John Keats. 
much depends upon the vocal interpreter! must decide 
the degree resoluteness suggested “Yes,” and de- 
termine whether will thy priest” assurance 
threat. (Some dear people read assurance though 
were threat.) His imagination must turn architect 
“build fane” and construct cathedral the frozen music 
angelic songs. must convey the stillness and the sanc- 
tity the forest primeval mention “some untrodden 
region,” the word “some” being rendered charm 
its very indefiniteness. must make contagious his own 
expansive realization “branched thoughts,” the tenderness 
and novelty “new-grown,” the emotional antithesis 
“pleasant pain;” and the last line must have echo the 
wind that blows around the world. 

only can “the breath and finer spirit” poetry im- 
parted. Mere analysis can never it; neither can edifying 
stories the poet’s pensive life. The teacher poetry must 
know the technique vocal expression—quite much, indeed, 
the teacher singing must know the technique 
And the children must taught, little little, master 
poem from the inside, and render means the speaking 
voice. 

Great Books Should Re-read Indefinitely. The 
man one book not worthy exemplar. 
dreaded rather than feared, for liable intol- 
erable bore. But the man who reads few great books sev- 
eral times likely bigger man every respect—save 
possibly self-esteem—than the man who ever seeking 
some new thing. 

Some men read masterpieces they suck oranges, and 
they can traced through library the pulp and rind 
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the discarded classics which they fancy they have exhausted. 
Great books are not globes fruit juice, but fountains liv- 
ing water ever fresh and inexhaustible. 

Formalism education has its place and its benefits, but 
has its baleful consequences well; and not the least 
these the attitude mind found many pupils who assume 
that once book read should remain closed book for- 
ever more. Teachers who never refer back books studied 
discussed last month last year much fortify the 
unfortunate conviction. 

Children, naturally seekers after novelty, should 
brought realize that there are several books which the 
human race has been reading for centuries and has not quite 
exhausted even today. The New Testament, for instance, 
yields more and yet more nourishment every time ap- 
proached; read the same gospel the same Sunday 
year after year and never fail find something hitherto 
unsuspected. 

The best way re-read take fresh viewpoint— 
look for something new the old book. Now read 
for the plot, now for the characters, now for the scenic col- 
orings, now for its truth the life about us, now for its 
truth the life depicted other books, now for its truth 
the life given period history, now for its embodi- 
ment truth faith gospel maxim, now for the 
charm its literary style. And that time are old 
enough begin all over again. 


VI. The Highest Art the Art that Conceals Art. 
Let gaze upon that world wonder, the Cathedral Notre 
unitary its variety. conveys the impression 
ing finished, adequate, complete. And feel that might 
well believe were told that was not wrought hu- 
man hands through hot and toiling years, but that angel 
floated down one day from highest Heaven and waved sil- 
ver wand and the Cathedral was. 

That the art that conceals art. have suggestion 
the excavations made for the foundations, the carefully 
pondered plans, the straining derricks and swaying stones, 
the angry shouts the master builders, the swarming 
workmen with sweating faces and corded muscles and aching 
backs. These are more suggested the grand Cathedral 
than the caterpillar’s crawling life the careening exist- 
ence the emancipated butterfly. 

And literature. The most perfect style isthe style 
that seemingly came magic, unconsciously and spon- 
taneously. The great drama has deus machina let down 
the stage creaking pulleys; the great novel has plot 
that rises and falls, not with the exactitude Freytagian 
pyramidal diagram, but with the seemingly capriciousness 
the contour the distant hills; the great poem has sug- 
gestion beats, measures, feet, accented and un- 
accented syllables, the toil and anguish satisfying sound 
and sense, but just the clear, full melody the lark’s morn- 
ing song, the majestic music the aterfall, the mystery and 
magic and infinite ease the wailing the wind. 

The carpenter, when finished with his job, sweeps 
the chips and sawdust and boxes his tools; and the worker 
words removes from his masterpiece the very last indica- 
tion his labor before draws the curtain and bids 
enter and homage. 

VII. True Criticism Mainly Appreciative.

unique being the original picture from which the large 
reproductions the Capitol Washington and the Wads- 
worth Athenaen Hartford have been copied. 

Meditated and planned 1876, while Trumbull was 
guest Jefferson Paris, the execution this memorable 
painting was atended with great difficulties. said that 
Trumbull carried the original canvas his carriage while 
search the signers whose portraits painted from life 
wherever could find them various parts the country.

The valleys both sides this range the park and 
those which penetrate into its recesses are dotted with 
lovely parklike glades clothed profusion glowing 
wild flowers and watered with cold streams from the 
mountain snows and glaciers. The timber line more 
than 11,000 feet above sea level and that point the 
slopes are covered thick and close with spruce and fir 
growing very straight and tall. Above the timber line 
the bare mountain masses rise from 1,000 3,000 feet, 
often sheer precipices. 

One the striking features the Rocky Mountain 
Park the easy accessibility its mountain tops which 
may reached either horseback foot. The 
whole region the park has been fantastically cut and 
carved gigantic glaciers the prehistoric past, and 
the glacier records are prominent and numerous. The 
park has many scenic attractions that already 
recognized one the most wonderful spots the 
North American Continent.

Millet was born peasant life. had plowed the 
fields; had dug the soil; had planted; had 
reaped; had been shepherd; had labored and 
sweat the fields his early life; the life the field 
was his own life. Millet felt kinship with the soil and 
said “The cry the soil was ever his soul.” 
went into the fields and the forest about the little hamlet 
Barbizon and painted nature and humanity saw 
them. 

can realize the great purpose Millet his pic- 
tures peasant life when call mind. “The 
Gleaners,” “The Sower,” “The Winnower,” “Going 
Work,” “Potato Planting,” “The Reapers,” Shep- 
herd,” “The Sheep Shearer,” and “The Man With the 
Hoe,” all which portrayed some form other the 
poor and pitiable condition the peasantry out 
whose poverty the world was enriched. 

study “The Angelus” are impressed with 
the quiet, beautiful sunset time the broad open fields 
under the evening sky midst the accessories toil. 
fitting and apropriate place for the attitude 
prayer strikingly expressed the human figures 
the can almost hear these two people 
recite their words devotion. 

Oné thing noted this picture the simplicity 
the composition. note that there are only two 
human figures and they are brought near to, the 
foreground.

THE ARTIST 

Jean Francois Millet, one the greatest French 
painters his time, was born Greville, France, 
1814. His father was poor peasant, and until years 
age Millet spent much his time hard labor upon 
their little farm, located the Norman village Gruchy, 
near Cherbourg. His grandmother and his uncle, 
priest, gave him the rudiments general education. 
Very early showed his talent for drawing and paint- 
ing unmistakably that his father determined send 
him art school. Hence happened that the year 
1834 found the lad studying with the artist Langlois, 
Cherbourg. Here his remarkable progress influenced the 
city council give him small pension that might 

Paris studied with the Artist Delaroche. 1843 
left this artist’s studio paint pictures earn his 
living. suffered long with poverty and neglect. 
1848 painted “The Winnowers,” which brought him 
hundred dollars and gave him courage defy the world 
and follow the promptings his own genius. His 
friend, Jacque, the artist, persuaded him the following 
year with him the little village Barbizon, 
the forest Fontainbleau. Here Millet was remain 
the rest his life. Here produced “The Sower.” His 
pictures were refused the Paris Salons, where the 
public did not care for pictures genuine peasants. 
Today many his pictures are worth more than their 
weight gold. 

1853 exhibited the Salon Paris “The 
Reapers,” followed soon Shepherd” and “The 
Sheep Shearer,” and received his first medal 1855. 
Peasant Grafting Tree” appeared two years later, and 
“The Gleaners” 1857. Pictures which followed were 
“November,” Woman Churning Butter,” “The An- 
gelus,” “The Man with the Hoe” and “Harvest Beans. 
Appreciation came him before his death, which 
occurred January 20, 1875.

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DRAMATIZATION---THE PRODUCTION CHIL- 
PLAYS

President Eliot Harvard, speaking the dra- 
matic instinct, prophetically said: “Here tremendous 
power over children—that ought utilized for their 
good. true that the dramatic instinct very gen- 
eral. say this power one that ought 
least every school this country, and, moreover, 
believe that going be.” evident that this 
prophecy being fulfilled, for the demand for children’s 
plays has never been great today. 

The art producing plays for children may well form 
part the work every teacher reading story 
telling, any competent person interested com- 
munity music and drama. 

wish discuss two kinds child dramatization; 
namely, story playing and the memorizing and acting 
well dramatized ready made plays. The 
story plays precedes the directing formal plays 
most teaching and work for younger children—chil- 
dren thru the fifth grade. Many ready made plays 
include children fifteen and sixteen years age. Neither 
does story play always serve the purpose ready 
made play, but, well directed surpasses the latter 
freedom action and thought. 

method story playing would say, “Let the 
children express themselves, not the leader,” for mere 
imitation deadens. Tell the story dramatically, but not 
theatrically, and with much conversation. Then let the 
children act themselves while the director plays sym- 
pathetic listener and encourager. Even tho the presen- 
tation crude, you can know that the little story 
understood the roots the players.

task. Let first consider the choice play. 
Plays for children are longer chosen haphazard, 
but they must have certain ethical and literary value. 
fulfill their mission they must teach some truth, 
either subtly openly, and have interesting plot, 
climax, and language which poetic. making your 
choice, consider the age the children who are take 
Part, the occasion for which the play given, 
where given, how much money, any, you 
have spend upon the production, whether not you 
have enough children train two casts, etc. 

When the play chosen, select the cast either 
competitive choice, from the knowledge you already 


have their work, set the dates for rehearsal, and begin 
work having the cast read their parts order, allow- 
ing time for discussion their meaning, business, etc. 
This also the time when faults pronunciation, 
diction, and singsonginess can broken. All this may 
occupy two three rehearsals. Let the next rehearsal 
“line rehearsal.” Never attempt much acting until 
lines have been committed. 

From the first, sure that the players know their 
positions the stage, and their entrance and exits. Let 
them use the necessary properties from the first, that 
they may become accustomed handle them naturally. 

you progress with rehearsals, see that the play does 
not drag. Slow movement too common fault with 
all amateur work. See that the players take their 
cues promptly and that the whole play moves steadily 
onward its climax. 

there are many supernumeraries—people without 
lines—in the play, make them feel their importance. 
Make them see that their work rests the symmetry 
the play, both thought and picture the 
audience. necessary put lines into their mouths—at 
first spoken aloud; then whispered. This gives 
them something and think about and prevents 
them from appearing wooden. not ask them 
come all rehearsals. Any person loses his interest 
repeatedly comes and has nothing do. Rehearse 
them alone once, and perhaps but five six times with 
the whole cast. 

the final performance, always behind scenes 
yourself. Have some trustworthy students responsible 
for shifting scenery, properties, lighting, etc. 
matter how little this the play demands, rehearse that 
little and know that each child knows what 
and does it. Have the head scene-shifter keep list 
what needed, and keep duplicate yourself. Children 
are proud assume this responsibility and good for 
them and lessens the director’s burden. Just before the 
curtain rises, encourage and praise the children, stimu- 
lating them their best. See that absolute quiet 
maintained behind scenes and that prompter ready 
prompt need arise. 

Finally, putting play, always imbued with 
the idea that you are setting standard, and whether 
good one you far more than with the 
young actors. 

may not amiss here speak scenery and 
costuming, many play has been ruined its effect 
errors here. The atmosphere play least 
half created its scene-settings. 

not attempt use painted scenery, simple 
curtain neutral tone makes far better background 
than most the available scenery. Credit your audi- 
ence with little imagination. For wood you might 
use dark green hangings canton flannel denim with 
brown floor-cloth, and some make believe tree trunks, 
fasten dozens real tree branches your curtains. 
For palace use pale blue hangings; for dungeon, 
black, and for rude peasants’ home, brown. The best 
directors child well adult drama are adopting 
the ideas Rhinehardt and Gordon Craig. 

costuming, home-made costumes, showing good 
taste, historical correctness, and carefully worked out 
color schemes are greatly preferred those from 
regular theatrical costumer.

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ELEMENTARY AGRICULTURE 


Abbey, Professor Agricultural Education, West Virginia College Agriculture 


Agriculture now required part our common 
school course study, and its importance conceded 
the same extent that Arithmetic any the 
other common branches. has passed the probationary 
period and entered the stage actuality. results have 
not been satisfactory the exponents this subject 
had been expecting, has not been due the subject 
itself but lack systematic organization and method 
teaching. The purpose this article and future arti- 
cles will suggest methods teaching agriculture 
such way that will become vital subject the 
school curriculum. 


WHAT TEACH 

Agriculture, unlike most other subjects the school 
curriculum, not textbook subject. The reason that 
this subject has not met the expectations its advo- 
cates due largely the fact that teachers have failed 
appreciate this. The old method learning what the 
textbook says has been followed slavish manner. 
Pupils have learned the names and characters differ- 
ent soils, plants and animals without actually coming 
contact with them. The instruction ended with the text- 
book. The fact that textbooks agriculture are writ- 
ten cover wide area cover the section where 
the author resides has not been taken into consideration. 
the first case many subjects are discussed super- 
ficial way, without emphasis upon any one phase the 
subject, and the second case subjects are emphasized 
which not apply the section where the text used. 
result all have been taught with equal emphasis and 
the order which they are given the text. The 
textbook the teacher’s guide the mastery and anal- 
ysis subject matter. suggestive the facts 
taught particular subject, and usually the order 
which they are presented. Certain phases 
agriculture are adapted certain sections state, 
while other phases are better adapted other sections. 
The teacher’s duty ascertain the dominant agri- 
cultural industry the community where teaching 
and teach that part the subject intensely. For exam- 
ple, corn raising particular interest the section 
known “Corn One our best text- 
books agriculture discusses this subject well toward 
the middle the book. 

the order subjects the text followed, this 
subject will studied January, and will receive 
more emphasis than cotton, sugar cane hemp, which 
are little interest the corn growing section. Certain 
sections the United States are not characterized 
any one dominant phase Agriculture. such sec- 
tions the author advises that intensive study made 
the home cow, poultry and the vegetable garden. 
When realize how small the profits are from the so- 
called “scrub cow,” the small flock hens laying only 
for few months the spring and summer and the 
great amount land suitable for garden purposes grow- 
ing nothing more than weeds, are convinced that 
these three subjects should receive special attention 
our schools. 


SEASONAL SEQUENCE 

The old saying that there seed time and harvest 
time applies the teaching Agriculture. Each sub- 
ject has time when can taught best. Not all 
phases that subject can taught the same time. 
Studying the effect injurious insects and diseases, 
weeds, harvesting, and selecting seed corn are fall 
studies corn. Testing seed corn, soils best adapted 
corn, preparation the soil, planting and cultivating 
are spring studies. Another fall subject fruit. The 
picking, sorting, packing and marketing. The effect 
injurious diseases and insects can studied the best 
advantage when the farmer gathering his fruit. Trans- 
planting, pruning and spraying fruit trees should 


studied the late winter and early spring. Storing 
vegetables, housing winter season the best time 
study types and care farm animals, farm machinery, 
farm management and make surveys. The old tradi- 
tional agricultural subject—soil—which usually con- 
sidered first our text-books, should studied the 
spring when being prepared for planting. Most 
parts soil study can taken connection with 
crops. Vegetable and flower gardening, raising chicks 
and forage crops are spring subjects. 

The minor phases agriculture should studied 
times most convenient the teacher and pupils. 
the teacher correlates his work, many these subjects 
will taught incidentally part other subjects. 
For example, studying the Commercial Geography 
the Southern States, cotton studied the leading 
industry. With but little effort and time the agricultural 
side cotton growing can taught. 

MATERIALS 

The person who teaches Agriculture must have clear 
and definite idea what wishes accomplish, when 
and how wishes accomplish it. The the 
entire year should carefully planned advance. The 
bulletins that are used should selected and kept 
stock. Clippings from farm journals should in- 
dexed and filed for future use. The teacher should 
know the farms where the best stock kept, best 
methods orchard management are pursued, best farm 
buildings are located, best crops are grown, and make 
arrangements with the owners use these demon- 
stration work. may advisable have animals and 
farm machinery brought the school students. 
Especially this true the teacher has had little train- 
ing along the lines Agriculture. will feel more 
home the school grounds than the farm. Each 
school should subscribe for two more good farm 
papers. Publishers usually make special price 
schools. 

THE PRELIMINARY SCHOOLROOM EXERCISE 


The success agricultural instruction judged 
its practical results. Instruction which ends the 
schoolroom little value. theory valuable only 
the pupil able put into practice. Unsuccessful 
pruning, grafting, budding, spraying and many other 
phases agriculture done students who have 
taken course agriculture can largely avoided 
the proper precaution taken. 

outside demonstration should undertaken before 
preceded careful laboratory instruction. For 
successful, preceded several indoor exer- 
cises. The purpose grafting must understood, the 
character scion and stock explained, the union 
parts understood, preparation grafting wax and sev- 
eral grafts made pieces wood which are brought 
the schoolroom. Practice until the process thoroly 
understood before any outside work attempted. The 
same true pruning. Teach the removal and trans- 
planting trees actually doing the work. Valuable 
fruit trees, however, should not used these exer- 
cises. The same principle holds true selecting seed 
corn and seed potatoes. Draw plans for the laying out 
the school and home grounds, sketch hot beds, farm 
buildings according scale. brief, the teacher should 
make sure that the principle thoroly understood and 
that sufficient practice the principle given before 
satisfactory results may

SUCGESTIONS FOR SERVING 
LUNCHES COMMUNITY GATHER- 
INGS 


The value community gatherings being appre- 
ciated more and more, and community clubs, which 
meet regularly, are being organized thruout the rural 
districts. 

PLACE MEETING 

The most conveniently located place for such gather- 
ing the school house, and fortunate, for brings 
the school and home life closer each other. re- 
moves the barrier which often exists between the 
two. The children attending the school feel—altho per- 
haps not realize it—that, the school important 
factor the community life and that its influence 
valuable the individual the community well 
the community whole. 

TIME 

Whether all day, afternoon evening gather- 
ing, the serving suitable refreshments desirable, 
because the increased sociability gained. 

WHO ARE INTERESTED? 

Who are interested this part the program? 
know everyone, from the youngest the oldest person 
present, interested this feature the program. 
Everyone who can take active part the program 
going take greater interest the progressiveness 
the school and community and consequently going 
become better and more useful citizen. For these 
reasons the girls and boys ten years over the 
community school should allowed prepare, far 
practical, serve the entire lunch. 

HOW CAN THIS IDEA CARRIED OUT? 

the school has simple equipment for serving “hot” 
“noon day” lunches, this will sufficient equipment 
for the preparation light lunches. this case the 
bread, butter and filling for sandwiches, and doughnuts, 
cookies cake would brought from home. The 
sandwiches could then made and put away air tight 
containers until wanted. The containers may tin 
boxes cans large enough for the purpose earthen 
crocks, take two dish pans the same size and invert 
the one over the other. well use oiled paper 
cover the inside containers. anything slightly 
dried out, apple orange cut two and placed with 
the sandwiches cookies the container will aid 
moistening them. best not wrap cloth around 
any these things, because the flavor gives the 
food. 

TIME SAVER 

When cutting the bread, allow slices fall the 
order cut. Then slices are buttered the order 
which they lie and that surfaces facing touching 
one another will come together when ‘sandwich 
formed, one part sandwich won’t larger than the 
other. Next pile the sandwiches piles one-half 
dozen, and hold carefully while cutting thru the pile, 
making sandwiches even size. The sandwiches are 
easily counted this way. 

COFFEE 

The coffee pot should scalded ready for use, and 
the coffee measured out, allowing one level tablespoonful 
coffee cupful water are good proportions. 
keep hot while serving and not have spoil, because 
the coffee grounds it. coffee tied loosely 
squares very coarse cheesecloth, the coffee grounds 
can removed when coffee cooked. necessary 
sterilize cheesecloth before using it. large quanti- 
ties coffee are made, using egg settle it, 
wise have another large coffee pot pour the coffee 
into when made, order keep fresh. 


Where the water contains large quantities iron rust, 
the coffee becomes grayish color. This difficulty can 
overcome boiling the water before adding the 
coffee, allow water cool and rust settle; then 
pour off the clear water for use. For convenience, 
large number being served, the cream can added 
the coffee before poured. smaller quantity 
cream required this way. 

THE ENTIRE LUNCH PREPARED PUPILS 

the school equipped for domestic science, the 
lunch can prepared the students. will afford 
the students splendid practice, not only cooking but 
planning the lunch and planning the work figuring 
out the amounts required sandwiches, etc., the cost, 
the order which best prepare the various 
things, and the value time. 

THE METHOD SERVING 

The method serving largely dependent upon the 
serve lunch cafeteria style. The most important feature 
the serving that each one the pupils understands 
clearly what her duty and feels the responsibility 
attending it, whether serving the cake washing 
dishes. have had group thirteen ninth grade girls 
serve refreshments consisting sandwiches, pickles, 
cake cookies and coffee, all which they had pre- 
pared, seven hundred and fifty persons without any 
delays, because each one attended the duty assigned 
her. that none will forget her duty, find con- 
venient place the students’ names the blackboard 
with the assignments their special duties.

Topics Interest and Importance 


Influence Public Examinations Teaching. 

“One the dangers public examinations the tend- 
ency teachers make the examination the mainspring 
their activity. When this the case, the whole organi- 
zation the school, embodied the timetable, well 
the tone and spirit the teaching, profoundly in- 
fluenced, for better worse. Next among the dangers 
public examinations may mentioned that encouraging 
the pupil regard material success the first thing, 
and the pursuit knowledge the second—possibly bad 
second. The geniune love learning one the cardi- 
nal objects instruction, and substitute for that ob- 
ject the mere desire for distinction manifestly aim 
low. 

Another undesirable feature examinations, and one 
strenuously avoided, the tendency lay undue 
stress, especially the elementary stages, upon matters 
bare fact, matters which call only for exercise mem- 
ory, and which make demands upon the pupil’s powers 
judging and inferring. Treated this way, arithmatic 
becomes system devices for getting answers sums, 
without reference the mode which the results are ob- 
tained and the principles underlying the processes; geogra- 
phy sinks the level disconnected catalogue names 
and facts, and history amounts lifeless list events 
and dates. The favorite direction the examiner 
“name” “mention” “give list of” “tabulate” and 
forth, illustrate the point. 

The reason such procedure does not always lie 
lowness educational ideal, but rather the fatal facility 
with which the answers questions this sort are re- 
vised and numerically assessed. The jaded official, who 
has perhaps many hundreds papers look through, 
proposes this type question mere self-defense, be- 
cause his labors revision are then made mechanical 
possible and the exercise his judgment little called 
for. estimate the store facts with which candidate 
has equipped himself easier duty, and one more 
susceptible being performed with arithmetical accuracy, 
than test his mental grip. But unless the subtler task 
attempted the examination defeats its own purpose 
promoting careful and intelligent teaching. 

much for the dangers that lurk the system 
public examinations. Let now turn the consideration 
the right remedies and safeguards. The first these

THREE TYPES NORMAL SCHOOLS. 

The early normal schools, from 1866 1895, offered 
what were called reviews genral reviews. They gave 
5-week courses, 6-week courses, and 10-week courses 
the common branches—arithmetic, geography, history, and 
grammar. They organized and formulated these into 
body common knowledge. 

this policy, psychology and pedagogy played most 
important part. The leading man these two subjects 
was called the institute conductor. was his work 
organize the subject matter the general reviews and 
formulate the principles teaching, and then extend 
such work into the county institutes. These reviews and 
the pedagogy then appeared the classroom work 
the public schools and the county superintendents’ ex- 
aminations for teachers. Hence the early normal school 
centered reviews and pedagogy and psychology 
practical basis. 

Some time prior 1900 new movement began 
the normal schools Wisconsin. increasing number 
teachers, direct nearly direct, from the colleges and 
universities began employed the normal schools. 
Most these were well qualified offer broad general 
courses their chosen subjects, like the courses the 
best high schools. Many were well qualified and wished 
offer intensive courses like those given college 
university. These teachers brought scholarship and 
breadth view the normal schools. But they trans- 
formed the normal school more and more into 
school with some college work. The colleges and 
versities the decade from 1900 1910 have served 
huge magnets deflect the normal school from its own 
special field service. Under these combined influences 
the normal school became partly the old-time normal 
school, partly the modern high school, and partly the
